They don't belons lo 
the two sizable groups who Ihlnh that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt cither can do no wrong, or can 
do nothing right. 

Some may he vacillating and weak willed, 
and some may be Indifferent. But our guess Is 
that the majority of this minority in mude up 
ol intelligent citizens who are Impervious to 
emotional catch phrases, unaworved by pnrty 
prejudice, given to a long view of a subject 
and a desire to hear nil the evidence. 

If that is so. they aren't gettinn much help 
from their fellow citizens. This year, when 
time Is precious and tlic stakes are great, 
much time and breath again tvie being -wasled 
In unprotluctlve and frequently unbccomlne 
arguments between two voters whose minds 
are scaled against change, but who still con- 
sider a vote Against their man as a personal 
affront. 

The epithets have already started flying- 
phony, dictator, communist, fascist, wln-the^ 
war, loso-the-war and so on. Once again vot- 
ers are thinking that II they can call the mcit 
names In the loudest voice, they have achiev- 
ed a triumph of political logic. 

Wouldn't It be nice if the convinced three- 
quarters could wear lapel buttons statins, 
"I've already made up my mind." and let the 
poor Independent voter read the papers, listen 
to the candidates, and make his decision In 
SL quiet atmosphere devoid of mud-sllnglng.

A GOOD JOB DONK 
Bradley Dewey's request that his own agen- 
cy, the olllcc ol the rubber director, be abol- 
ished Is encouraging. It Is good to see one war 
problem licked and one war agency's work 
Ilnlshcd. 

It is even better to rellect upon the splendid 
■work done by Mr. Dewey and his predecessor, 
William Jclfcrs, and upon the remarkable 
accomplishments of American science and 
industry In putting synthetic rubber Into pro- 
duction. 

All this doesn't mean a lot ot new tires for 
civilians. The rubber supply Is now adequate, 
but shortages In manpower, facilities, and 
certain materials like cotton and rayon cord 
remain. Wcw factories, built at a cost ot 75 
million dollars, will provide new facilities late 
this year. But they may also create new man- 
power problems. 

These problems, however, can he overcome. 
The main Interest in Mr. Dewey's request Is 
the knowledge .that our first, most pressing, 
potentially fatal war shortage has been lick- 
ed. 



OUR WAR— AND BRITAIN'S 
Britain has decided against an Immediate 
resumption of clvlUan-BOods production, such 
as the WPB has ordered in the U. S. There nto 
several reasons lor this decision, but a major 
one is that the United Kingdom must keep 
production up for Its intensified war against 
Japan when Hitler is beaten. 

Hero Is an answer to those Americans who 
have questioned Britain's promises, who have 
argued that the war. against Germany Is not

land to her fate while we concentrated on 
Japan. Britain has given notice that her
